And hence, having no ſpiritual. Senſes, no Inlets 
of $4 iritual Kno wledge, the Natural Man receiveth not 
the 1 hings of the Spirit of Gop; nay, he is ſo far 
from recerving them, that whatſoever 15 {piritually diſ- 
cerned, is mere Fooliſhnefa unto him. He is not con- 
tent with being utterly ignorant of Spiritual Things, but 
he denies the very Exiſtence of them.

pheming. But every Spirit which on feſſeth not this, is 
not of Gop., Yea, this is that Sjirit of Antict brit, 
2 ye hade heard, that it 4 and come into the 
World, and even now it is in the World, He is Antichriſt 
whoſoever denies the Inſpiration of the Holy Ghoſt, or 
that the Indwelling Spirit of God is the common Pri. 
viiege of all Believers, the Bleſing of the Gospel, the 
unſpeakable Gift, the univerſal Fromiſe, the Criterion 
of a real Chriſtian. 

It nothing helps them to ſay, We do not deny 
the Autan ce of Gop's Spirit; but only this VHietlen,
